PURSUING THE RAILROADS 


R 


ECALLING the period, not BO long ago, 


when the national congress and legisla- 


tures in every.state in the union put in the 
greater part of their time enacting laws of a 
character detrimental to the operation and de- 
velopment of railway systems, one wonders 
h<Jw the steel felghwayu were able to make the 
progress that was accomplished in gptte of the 
'hindrances aud drawbacks applied. 


It used to be quite the thing for candidates 


for legislative jobs to strengthen their cause 
before election by expression of antipathy to 
the railroads and with implied or open prom- 
ises that they would not lose sight of an op- 
portunity to hit the railroads and hit them 
hard. As a natural sequence of this state of 
affairs, legislation was passed that acted as 
hoops of steel in preventing expansion and 
growth. Many of these restrictive 'aws still 
exist, to the detriment of the railroads ai»l 
naturally also to the detriment of the general 
public. 


In times past we board a lot 'if argument 


about competition being the "life of trade." 
There sprang iuto Oeiag the most marked com- 
petition among railroads. Managements ap- 
parently did not consider the question of new 
equipment and upkeep from the earnings, but 
depended upon additional bond issues for that 
part of the enterprise, while cutting and slash- 
ing freight and passenger rateti, all eager for 
business, no matter if the business fought for 
did not produce an earning. Under those cir- 
cumstances, such a thing as Increased pay for 
employes was out of the question. 


Then came a new era. The effect of leg- 


islation detrimental to the railroads began to 
assert itself. r>I«,r,y 1'nes were over-bonded, as 
a result of the long years of application of 
measures that hindered aud hampered. Th°u 
came the war. Uncle Sam took over the rail- 
roads. 
Tie found the state of affairs deplor- 


able. A lot of.money was required to get, them 
in proper shape for war t'-me use. 
After th'j 


war the situation was even vorhc. The best 
authorities state that a quarter of a century 
will be required for railroads to get back to 
normal and then only with liberal treatment 
from the lawmakers and the general public. 
Right now is a good time to begin to rectify 
the mistake that was made many years ago.

FRANCE YIELDS 


rT^HERE has been nothing more gratifying 


~ in a long time than the manifestation of 
a disposition by France to acquiesce in tin; 
American case as presented by former Presi- 
dent Wlfaoi; in the matter of Yap island and 
the cablfS. 


A few politicians l»iv<> not yet discovered 


that President Wilson made formal reserva- 
tions as to the Yap award. But France bab 
the records and is in a more fortunate position 
of understanding. 
On the strength of these 


reservations she Ji<is manifested a disposition 
to retire and to pass the matter on to Japan. 


President Harding ,has followed up the 


Wilson protest on exactly the satn'e grounds 
urged by his predecessor arid the allies 
"will 


very probably conclude that they will best 
serve themselves by noi serving Japan too \voii 
at the expense of the United States. 


Even more satisfactory than her position 


as to the Isle of Yap, is the attitude taken by 
France in the cable controversy. The Paris; 
Temps is authority for the statement that 
France is prepared to agree that the title and 


operation of the Brest-New York cable shall be 
vented in the United States. Her only request 
and that is a reasonable one, is that the office 
in Brest shall be operated by the French. 


With France gracefully yielding, England 


will not likely nnd it compatible to maintain 
her original position as to the cables and which 
gave rise to the suspicion that there was a se- 
cret treaty between Great Britain and Japan. 
Uncle Sam is quite able to look af(er his own 
In diplomatic squabbles and when it is consid- 
ered that the present administration is pro- 
ceeding exactly along the same line adopted 
by its predecesslr, it ill become a biased parti- 
san press to endeavor to make it appear that 
America was "asleep at the switch" when the 
question of the Yap mandate came before the 
peace council in Paris. 


Inasmuch as America decided to have 


nothing to do with the Treaty of Paris and the 
League of Nations, Japan considered it quite 
impertinent that we should take part in the 
Yap question. But we have taken part and 
Japan will know it soon, if she doesn't know it 
now.

A COMMENDABLE MEASURE, 
N 


O lawmaking !>odv is altogether bad, no 
matter how foolish it may become in en- 


aciiug into law freak measures for the satis- 
farjwr: of cranky members who may control a 
few votes in little combines of their own that 
other combines want to use in putting thru 
bills for themselves or their friends. 


The present General Assembly, now reces- 


sing until May 12, is not unusual in this re- 
spect, but one measure has been enacted into 
law iliut will win the approval of every uian 
and woman who is opposed to the indiscrim- 
inate practice of hurried marriages and more 
hurried divorces. When it becomes effective, 
'he law referred to will prevent divorced per- 
sons marrying again until a .year alter the di- 
vorce trial. 


There has been too much of rushing back 


into matrimony immediately after divorce. 
Tn 


fact, many divorce actions are begun for the 
very purpose of changing husband or wife, as 
the case may be, on short notice. Time and 
again Ohio has witnessed the spectacle of a 
divorced woman or man marrying another al- 
most before the ink is dry ou the court decree 
freeing them. 


Years ago there were isolated cases of di- 


vorced persons marrying again ou the sarno 
day they were freed from husband or wife No. 
1, but as time goes on, such incidents do not 
attract e\en parsing attention. There is an 
old proverb. "Marry in haste, repent at leisure." 
that is largely responsible for laxity in observ-* 
ing the sacreduess of the marriage tie. Too 
many persons marry before they know each 
other sufficiently -well to be trusted in the wed- 
ded state. 


Putting up the bars against divorced per- 


sons marrying again until a year has elapsed 
uill doubtless aid to some extent in discourag- 
ing a condition that has come to be a blot on 
the escutcheon of the state. Any law that will 
throw more safeguards about entry into the 
marriage state, which will make divor.ce more 
difficult to get and which will militate against 
making of the courts merely a trading mart 
for husbands or wives, is desirable and com- 
mendable.
